Tho suit iristitncd by tho general gov- 


ernment against the Leland Stanford 
estate' for some 315,000,000, UK part of 
the bondsi advanced to the Central Paci- 
fic; company SO.years iigo, is hut the first, 
step,, it is given out, of a number of 
suita tlmt the government will push, 
and which, will be. unprecedented in the 
magnitude of the litigation and tho 
money involved. At first it was.report- 
ed the attorney-general had instituted 
the BiiitH, but thabhas met with a denial, 
and the probability is there will bo ac- 
tion by congress to bring a pressure on 
bhci law department to proceed ;ig;unst 
tho PjvciBe railroad companies for mon- 
eys advanced and the interest thereon. 
According to the speculations on the 
subject, the Central 1'acillc will be sued 
for 578,000,000, which represents the 
principal and interest advanced for 80 
years. Then there will be suits against 
the Union Pacific and the Kansas Paci- 
fic for bonds advanced and accrued in- 
terest amounting to 802,000,000 from the 
two roods.- The grand aggregate of the 
suits against the three ronds will he 
8171,000,000, unquestionably the largest 
amount for which simultaneous suits 
haveeTer be»n brought in the history 
of going to law. The sum may he in- 
creased by other suits against smaller 
corporations that have received govern- 
ment advances. 


':It is assumed that the government 


position will he that the original stock- 
holders were the trustees of the funds 
from which the government debts were 
to be paid, and that they diverted the 
trust to their own purposes, which no 
one doubts as u matter of fact. 
When 


it is proven that the earnings of the 
roads were diverted from 
the pnr- 


pnrposes to which they should have 
been applied, then it is held by the law 
department that the United States can 
pursue the misapplied funds to whatso- 
ever place they have gone. If this is 
sustained the original stockholders of 
the debtor corporations anil the estates 
of all their heirs can be held for the 
satisfaction of a judgment in favor of 
the United States. 


A cynical estimate of these proposed 


suits is that they will involve 20 years 
of costly litigation at the end of which 
time counsel fees und other expenses 
will have nearly consumed the fortunes 
of all the private individuals and cost 
the government other millions. The 
government may recover possession of 
,he aided railroads, on which it has a 
>econd mortgage, but if it gets posses- 
sion of them it will be glad to give them 
iway again.

gorged millionaires should be romprll-

A Ioc4il corporation,

AN INGENIOUS BRIDGE. 


Jt 
DemoDKtratOM tlio Fertility of Kofl- 


nfferloff Inccniilty. 


A novel and ingenious use that was 


"made some time ago of a rapid river 
current in India aptlj' illustrates tlio 
fertility of resource of the average en- 
gineering contractor. 
At a certain 


point along the river a temporary 
bridge was urgentl\r nccessar3r for the- 
transport of materials to be used in 
the building of nn important neighbor- , 
ing structure, but the only available 
material was a quantity of three-inch 
planking, .about ten feet long and a 
little over three feet wide, and some- 
ordinary 1'ound timber cut from 
a 


neighboring forest. 
Pontoons were 


made of two single planks, placed 
about fifteen feet apart, each plank 
being held on edge at an angle of 
about fifty degrees from the vertical, ' 
both inclining up stream, and kept at 
their proper distance by framing made 
from the round timber already men- 
tioned. 
Both pontoons were moored 


to a chain. The peculiarity of the 
bridge, of course, was that the water 
pressure upon the inclined surfaces of 
the planks due to a swift current per- 
mitted them to carry a considerable 
load, and the structure served its pur- 
pose 
admirably, accommodating a 


pretty lively traffic for an unexpected- 
ly long period.

Thfy Itrprrsent 'li« Place of Coinage or 


thr Ulr-Malcer-K Namr. 


The *'mint marks" on our silver coin- 


age are so well known that almost any 
school cli ild can tell you where a piece 
was coined. The "s" means that it is 
from the San Francisco mint: "cc" 
that it was made at Carson City, and 
"o" that it was the work of the New 
Orleans tnonev-mahers. 


Resides tlie above you will find some 


very small letters occasionally, espe- 
cially on the standard dollar, the Co- 
lumbian coins, and the ISO:! design in 
the quarters and half-dollar pieces. On 
the Ktiindafd dollar the letter is a 
microscopic "in" on the left loop of the 
ribbon whii-li binds the wr.'alh sur- 
rounding the eagle. 
Another "m" of 


larger dimensions may also be found 
on the same coin at lhe lower edge of 
the hair. These miniature letters are 
private marks of Ma.son. the man who 
made the dies, 


< in 
the Columbian coin we find a 


clear-cut "It." the initial it! Harber. the 
die-sinkrr. 


lieference on I hr f uhjcct inform;, us 


that it was formerly a capital offense 
for :\ European die-sinker to mark his 
coins, but from the enormous size of 
the initials now used by most trades- 
men of that craft across the water we 
should judge that the law was obso- 
lete.
